KIFACHDK 
is listed as a Soviet agent reporting to the 
Soviet appointed Berlin Bishop ZAKIDALSKY. In 
fiunich DULKKYT is in touch with Eplacop Aleixander 
LOVCHY and Eplscop FELDMAIf # POLEVOY. DULKEYT* s 
address Is given as 20 Bocklelsen-Luchnow 
(unidentified} possibly Ltlchow, M53/Y29).

Bruno DULKEIT & GeorglJ DUTOFF (note transposition 
of first names) was bom in Riga, Latvia, on 
3 August 1902. Description: 5' 7", slender build, 

brown eyes- oval face, dark hair turning gray, 
small moustache. Lives in Hamburg, Schlttteratrasse 
4, under the assxuned name GeorglJ DUTOFF (or 
DDTOW). 
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Was a former officer in the Tsarist Russian 
Army, and fought against the Bolsheviks In 
191o“1919» Both parents were killed by the 
Bolsheviks, his father In 1919, his mother 
In 1945. 

Prom 1923 to 1939 BULKEIT ovned and operated 
the ’’Private Detective Firm" In Riga. At the 
same time he sras one of the close collaborators 
of Prince Anatol LIEVEN eho was chief of the 
secret service of the nilte Russian political 
organisation, ROWS. They worked against Soviet 
Russia under the direction of the British Intelli- 
gence Service, and DULKEIT's detective fli*m 
provided an excellent cover for their activities. 

In 1939 when the Baltic Germans were evacuated to 
Germany, DDLKEIT went also. After the outbreak 
of war he was mobilized and assigned to RSHA, 

Amt 71, ’•Unternehmen ZEPPELIIT', because of his 
knowledge of Russia and the Russian language. 

When "Untemehajen ZEPPELIN" was disbanded shortly 
before the end of the war, he was transferred to 
the Army Q-2, At the end of the war he was taken 
prisoner by the British, but was soon released. 

In 1946/47 DUUEIT Joined the BIS with which he 
has been working since that date. In December 
1948 he appeared In Munich, end thereafter has 
been known to have made several contacts with

clever, honest, trustworthy, end from a political 
viewpoint, absolutely reliable.

4. At the time DUIJCBIT's offer to C 3wes first made 
known to us, however, we appeared to be faced with the necessity of 
saaking a premature and possibly unjustified decision to employ :
